Hines has 
been actively engaged in rounding up votes 
for the whitewashing ‘ vindication ’ of Lori- 
mer by the senate elections committee and 
he also has made a misteke or two in ap- 
proaching senators who were indignant at 
his proposals. 

ity Hines is working as hard to save Lorimer 
as he did to make him eeriator. The lumber 
magnate from Chicago was conspicuously 
interested im the election of Lorimer at the 
same time the tariff fight was in progress in 
cengress. Hines was lobbying for protected 
lumber and keeping am eye on the acquist- 
tion of the ‘right kind’ of a senator from 
Iitinois. 

* Finally, about the middle of May, 1900, 
Hines went from Weshington to Illinois to 
assist in the Lorimer campaign and his plans 
were known at the time to at least one of the

RAILWAY MAIL REFORMS 
STIR DEBATE IN CONGRESS. 


Attempt of Department to “Take Up 
Slack in Service Is Cause of Lively 
Debate in the House, 


Washington, D. C., Jam 21.—The attempt of 
the postoffice department to take up the 
slack ’’ in the railway mail service through- 
out the United States brought about a lively 
eration of the annual appropriation bill for 
eration of the annual aprpopriation bill for 
the support of the postoffice department. 

Representatives from many states through- 
out the west presented protests, not only from 
the railway clerks themselves but from busi- 
ness men and associations who asgerted the 
efficiency of the mail service had been im- 
paired. 

Representative Martin of South Dakota 
presented a memorial passed by the legisla- 
ture of that state, calling upon congress and 
the postoffice department to relieve the acute- 
ly serious situation that has developed in the 
western states. 

The department's orders for a rearrange- 
ment of the railway mail service went into 
effect shortly before Christmas. 

The new regulations, which have caused 
what Representative Hitchcock of Nebraska 
characterized as an “ uproar in all the west- 
ern states,“ have been under development for 
some time. The department has been en- 
deavoring to equalize the work of clerks upon 
a basis of six and one-half hours of road work 
a day and to reduce the force. While the last 


| postoffice appropriation bill authorized the 


appointment of 17,097 clerks, the number 
actually employed now is 14,488.

The 
young man, whose name is Naumann is an 
Adventist. Posing over the Scriptures in his 
religious zeal he convinced himself that the 
seventh day of the week was the Sabbath, 
which was to be kept holy and on which no 
manner of work was to be doné. 

When he wap drawp for military service 
between three and four years ago he found 
that this belief entailed unpleasant conse- 
quences. All went well for a few days and he 
proved himself an intelligent and industrious 
recruit. But when Saturday arrived he flatly 
refused to go on duty. 

Holds Firmly to Religion. 

Minor punishments and remonstrances were 
absolutely without effect on him. He mere- 


} ly repeated calmly and firmly that his con- 


ecience forbade him to perform any kind 
of labor on the Sabbath and that no human 
laws or penalties could make him waver in 
his obedience to the word of God. 

The presiding judge at the chief 
martial of the third army corps asked Nau- 
mann to plain himself. 113 replied simply 
but decisively: 

I was sworn in with a Christian oath and 
therefore cannot be under an obligation to 
violate the commandments of God and work 
on the Sabbath. One must regard God as 
the highest authority and obey bim in the 
first place.”

Teams Come from Atlantic and Pacifie 
Coasts for Chance at Prizes. 


St. Louis, Mo., Jan. 21.—[Special. }—Lead- 
ing officials of the state of Missouri and the 
city of St. Louis gathered here in the Colli 
seum building tonight to tnaugurate the 
eleventh annual tournament of the American 
Bowling congress, which will run for seven- 
teen days in this city. 

Promptly at 8:30 the single shot that marks 
the christening of each of the tournament 
drives was made by the A. B. C. officials and 
the local dignitaries, and President Bob 
Bryson of Indianapolis declared the meet offi- 
clally open.

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Today in the larger cities of the country 
the-profession of the dentist.has made pome 
automatic. natural evolutions along the line 
of epecializing. There are three divisions 
that are marked. In one Hue are the den- 
tists who make a specialty of extracting 
teeth; in another the treatment is given ofr 
„ pyorrhee,”’ or Riggs’ disease,“ which is 
a wasting away of tooth root and of the 
jaw socket which contains it; a third is the 
laboratory work in which false teeth, rub- 
ber plates, and porcelain teeth made to 
models are completed.

Three Specialists in Work. 

In Chicas the ordinary working dentist 
does not draw the teeth of his patient who 
ie asking that a new tooth be fitted. The 
dentiat with medical knowledge of the trou- 
ble diagnoses the case and decides that the 


“tooth must come out, and the patient goes 


to the dentist-extractor, who gives the ni- 
trous oxide gas and pulls the tooth with 
least pain to the patient. 

This tooth, if perfect in upper form. goes 
to the laboratory dentist, who models «a 
tooth exactly of the size and form, color- 
ing tt to match the teeth in the patient's 
mouth, After which the operating dentist 
puts it in place with bridge work. Or in 
case bridge work is too difficult and costly 
the operating dentist appeals to the labora- 
tory dentist for the plate. 

I talked the other day with a dentist in 
downtown Chicago who hed bulit up a good 
practice in a modeet way. He nurses no 
regrets at having taken up the profession. 
It has brought him no disappointments in 
general. He is a careful, conscientious prac- 
tittonér. He shares with his patient the 
pains that operating treatments must in- 
niet. But it there be. one slight evidence of 
one kick which he has in his heart, it 
refers to the medical doctor’s disposition to 
pelittie the D. D. 8. title of the dentist.

cal bent. He did not want to adopt a trade 
He DID want a business of his own. And he 
decided upon dentistry as the profession. 
It didn’t present some of the phases of 
medicine which I disliked,” he said. it 
would not involve the calling out of bed at 
any hour of the night to make a hurried dash 
to a sick patient. It didn’t involve the mat- 
ter of life and death—something which I 
could not consider. It would mean that when 
I had fitted myself for dentistry, I still could 
work to relieve suffering humanity, while 
preserving regular hours in my own office. 


“I have been studying as I have worked. 
I have learned much by experience, which in 
the beginning I could not have learned of the 
average medica] authority, giving lectures 
to dental students. Bvery little while a doc- 
tor of medicine sends me a patient of his, 
asking that I make e dental examination be- 
fore he—the doctor of medicine—makes the 
diagnosis. 

Doctors of medicine make specialties of 
diseases of the eye, ear, nose, and throat. 
Often it chances that infection in a tooth 
provokes a pain in the ear rather than in the 
infected tooth which is responsible. Why 
should a competent doctor of medicine not be 
able to diagnose the trouble and locate it? 
I must infer that he doesn’t know enough of 
the human anatomy to do so. 

“Not long ago a physician's patient was 
sent to me after the doctor pad exhausted 
his skill in the treatment of a badly swolien 
gland under the patient's jew. His patient 
had been dissatisfied with the physician's 
treatment and the doctor sent the patient to 
me as the doctor’s last recourse. The respit 
was that I found such ugly conditions in 4 
jaw tooth that it had to be extracted. And 
when the todth wes pulled and the cavity 
treated, the enlargement of the gland disap- 


peared entirely.
